Dear Sir: 

in response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
March 17, 2008, Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group 1 (claims 1-9), directed to a 
composition comprising a perfusion solution and an amphiphatic compound for continued 
examination. The Examiner further required the election of a specific aamphipathic 
compound in the composition. In response, Applicants elect bupivacaine for continued 
examination. At least claims 1-9 read on the elected species. 

Apphcants' election is made without prejudice. As noted by the Examiner, 
upon the allowance of a generic claim, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of claims 
to not more than a reasonable number of species in addition to the elected species, provided 
that all claims to each additional species are written in dependent form or othenvise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.146. 



The Examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. At 
stated in the Office Action, where the Applicants elect claims directed to the product, and a 
product claim is subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from 
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or otherwise include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in 
accordance with the provisions orM.P.E.P. § 821.04.
